To clarify, when I say to the best of our understanding, this 
refers to portions of the document that are clearly derived from interview information. The content of the 
interviews that were conducted is not part of our documentation. This ''unknown r ' would let us quibble with 
words of phrases reference ZID performance and handing of AAL77. Any part that we would question, doe 
not change the substance of the document nor alter what a reader would correctly derive from reviewing 
the document, 

Indianapolis ARTCC's involvement was with AAL77. To the best of our understanding the document is 
accurate and supported by our documentation, One generic comment, Pg. 2 , par. 4, reference to centers 
usually do not display primary targets is only correct for the high altitude environment.
